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Exports    play   an    Important   role    In    the   development   and   expansion    of  the 
Alberta   economy.      In    1983,    Alberta's  Gross  Domestic  Product   was  estimated 
at    $49.9   billion.      This    means    that   Alberta's    exports    represent   22.8  per- 
cent  of    this   province's   economic   well-being.      It    Is    Important   that  as 
Alberta's   economy    continues   to   grow,    so  too   should    Its    export  markets. 
In   essence,    export   markets   serve   to  enhance   the   relatively  small 
provincial    market   and   allows   for   better   economies   of   scale    In  the 
production  process. 
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The    countries    in    this    publication    were    selected    on    the    basis    of  the 
dollar    value   of    Alberta's    exports    to   them.      Included    were    countries  to 
which,    in    1983,    Alberta    exported    over    a   million    dollars    worth    of  goods. 
There   were   exceptions:      profiles    on    certain    countries    were  prepared 
because   they    were    to    be    involved    in    incoming   or   outgoing   ministerial  or 
trade   delegations.      In    all,    Trade  Profiles    were   made   on   6  2  countries. 
Exports    to    the   top   20   countries    amounted    to   $10.5    billion   -    96.1    per  cent 
of    total    non-service   exports.      The   table    below   presents    these  countries 
and    the    value   of    export    to  them.
